A Rehash of the Side- 
- walks 


Some day Strathmore will have 
sidewalks, but trom all appearances 
it will not be this vear, unless there 
is a change of methods on the part 
of the Council. 


Sidewalks have-been talked about 
here since the town was incorpor- 
ated, and even before that, but very 
little the 
matter. 


has ever been done in 

The first time the Council took 
the matter up was April 2, when it 
was brought forward, and the Pub- 
lic Works Committee were instruct- 
ed to bring forward a report The 
report was read on Ap il 16, but it 
was held over, as the Council did 


not have time to discuss it. It was 
brought forward on May 7 and 
nothing was’ done. The meeting 


on May 14 passed without anything 
further being done. On May 25 a 
petition was brought forward from 
a number of citizens asking for side- 
walks for vorious parts of the town, 
and instructions were given to have 
a bylaw prepared, The bylaw was 
prepared and actually set up in type 
that week, but after that had been 
done the Council thought that after 
all they had better get legal assis- 
tance, and inquiries were sent to 
variows town clerks, but they all 
seemed unwilling or unable to 
give assistance. The Council met 
on June 18, but got no further. 
By this time Councillor McCulloch 
thought he had changed his mind 
about the cement sidewalks, and 
that $10,000 would do as well as 
$15,000, the 


amount — originally | 
agreed upon. 


As a consequence 
the Council, having passed a motion 
to expend $15,000 on sidewa ks six 
weeks previous went over the whole 
ground again last Tuesday and then 
came to the same conclusion that

TUESDAY'S MEETING 
A special meeting of the Town 
Council was held on Tuesday even- 
ings: present, Mayor Lambert, 
Councillors Brown, McCulloch and 
Clemens, with Councillor Girvin pre- 
sent for part of the time. 


The Mayor said that they had 
before them that evening the ques- 
tion of sidewalks and firewalls, and 
he had got several opinions regard- 
iug the cost of cement sidewalks 
from Lethbrige City Council and 
Mr. Frank Bond, The Council had 
been in office a good long time now 
and had not made any public im- 
provements yet. They had taken 
up the water scheme and dropped | 
it, and they had spent a long time 
in discussing sidewalks, without 
having come to any definite con- 
clusion about them. If they did

course marks the highest prospect 
that that country has had in its spring 
wheat production. Taking the aver- 
age decline in crop conditions between 
the June report and harvest the indi- 
cations can suggest nothing else but 
a moderate wheat crop this season in 
the United States, as the present es- 
timated production of 628,000,000 bus.

| Dry-Farmer Near Lethbridge, Alberta 
Has Surprising Stand of Alfalfa 

That alfalfa will grow prolific on 
secding of only two pounds to the 
acre is the opinion of L. A. Felger, 
manager of the Ohio-Alberta 
Co., a practical dry-farmer operating 
avery large acreage eight miles 
south of Lethbridge, Alberta. The 
use of this surprisingly small quan- 
‘tity o. see® is in marked contrast to 
the op.nions of many experts who 
have been making a study of alfalfa 
for many years, in that opinions as to 
the quantity of seed to be sown have 
varied from 13 to 20 pounds to the 
acre. 
| Mr. Felger has an excellent stand of 
(12 acres, which was seeded with only 
four pounds to the acre in May, 1911, 
on fal plowing that had been crop- 
| ped the year before. His plowing 
was done to a depth of five anda 
jhalf to six inches and he believes 
that if-he had plowed deeper he 
would have reguired less seed. His 
seed bed was well prepared and he 
used a 2-horse cultivator four times, 
an. harruwed early in the spring. He 
inoculated the soil with soil from a 
neighboring alfalfa field, and despite 
the fact that it was a severe winter 
he noted no loss through winter kill- 
ing. He expects his field will yield 
two and possibly three cuttings, but 
he plans to use a portion of the field 
in raisins seed. 

To prove the success of his theory 
of planting in rows and using only a 
;small quantity of seed to secure a 
good stand Mr. Felger has sent to 
the Lethbridge’ headquarters of the 
luternational Dry-Farming Congress 
a sample dng up on May 22nd, which 
shows a 15-inch stand and a root sys- 
tem of 31% inches before it was cut 


off with a knife, and it is plainly 
shown that the root was still long- 
er 


Iam going to seed only two pounds 
to the acre next year, says Mr. Fel- 
ger I find that four pounds makes 
too thick a stand, and I am going to 
stop up all the holes of my drill ex- 
| cept two and thus reduce the amount 
of seed used, and at the same time 
mix my seed with ground seed. 1 
sowed some alfalfa where 1 used 
| every hole of the drill and it required 
13 pounds to the acre. This stand 
was altogether too thick and not as 
good in its first growth as the field 
of 12 acres which I sowed with only 
four pounds,

Mr Periy, in his opening remarks 
said that under the new Munccipali- 
tes Act the Province of Alberia 
would be divided into t rritocal uns 
its of nine townships each, all

Under the new Act there would not 
be more than six councillors, or 
councillor for each township and-a- 
half.
